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End of the road for magistrates’ court... 




AS BARRY LOSES YET 
ANOTHER LANDMARK, 
WHAT IS NEXT FOR 
THOMPSON STREET? 


JUDGES in Cardiff 
have decided that 
the Vale 

Magistrates Court 
in Thompson Street 
will close later this 
year - and now 
there will be intense 
interest in Barry as 
to what will happen 
to the prime town 
centre location. 

One suggestion is that 
it should become a cine¬ 
ma, replacing the 
Theatre Royal which 
screened its last film two 
and a half years ago, 
before it was acquired 
by Hafod Care for ‘Extra 
Care’ accommodation. 

The future of the 
court had been hanging 
by a thread since a deci¬ 
sion was made by the 


Minister responsible for 
magistrates’ courts, 
Jonathan Djanogly, to 
shut it as part of country¬ 
wide drive to make the 
judicial system more 
modem and efficient. 

Late last week, it was 
announced that a judicial 
review had backed the 
Minister’s decision. 

A court insider told 
The GEM: “When staff 
heard the news, they 
were gutted. Absolutely 
gutted.” 

Coun Gordon Kemp, 
the Leader of the Vale 
Council, which launched 
the legal bid to rescue 
the court, said the out¬ 
come was disappointing. 

He said: “It is with 
reluctance that we have 
to accept the decision of 
the court. 

“The judges recog¬

nised the importance of 
this case for the people 
of Barry and that there 
were powerful argu¬ 
ments in favour of 
retaining the court. 

“The judges further 
acknowledged that the 
decision to close the 
Vale Magistrates Court 
caused much distress to 
the users of the court, 
magistrates and staff, the 
council and the wider 
community. 

“However, having 
heard the arguments, the 
judges reached the con¬ 
clusion there was no 
error in law and the 
approach of the Lord 
Chancellor.” 


Coun Kemp did make 
one final appeal to deci¬ 
sion-makers in London: 
“In light of the com¬ 
ments made by the 
judges we call upon the 
Lord Chancellor, even at 
this late stage, to former¬ 
ly reconsider his deci¬ 
sion to close the magis¬ 
trates court.” 

The Vale MP Alun 
Cairns, a strong cam¬ 
paigner against closure, 
expressed his disap¬ 
pointment and frustra¬ 
tion at the outcome. 

Mr Cairns met 
Jonathan Djanogly to 
ask him to think again. 

Mr Cairns said he had 
told the Minister that 
instead of saving money, 
the closure could cost 
money. 

“The outcome of the 
hearing is really disap¬ 
pointing. I said at the 
time of the announce¬ 
ment that the decision to 
close was simply wrong 
and still think the same. 

“The Minister told me 
of the need to save 
money, but I told him 
that closure would have 
the reverse effect and 
increase costs on the 
police and local authori¬ 
ty. 

“I think the decision 
to close the court is com¬ 
pletely wrong and that’s 
why I pressed to meet 
with the Minister urgent¬ 
ly earlier this week.” 

Jane Hutt, the local 
Assembly Member, said 
it was a decision the UK 
Government would rue 
and was a “terrible 
blow” to the community. 

“The loss of local jus¬ 
tice in Barry, the largest 
town in Wales, is devas¬ 
tating. 

“The court was 
acknowledged to be 
modern and highly 
effective, with recent 
capital investment in the 


building and an excel¬ 
lent domestic violence 
court. 

“The case put forward 
by David Taylor (the 
chairman of the magis¬ 
trates’ bench) and 
myself for the retention 
of the court was very 
strong. 

“I am concerned that 
the key issues we identi¬ 
fied, such as Barry’s 
strategic regeneration 
area status, MoD St 
Athan and difficulties in 
accessing Cardiff 

Magistrates’ Court via 
public transport, were 
not given the weight 
they deserved.” 

ENTERTAINMENT 
So what will happen to 
the site when it is mar¬ 
keted by the Court 
Service? Will it become 
a cinema, flats, a retail 
outlet or something elsel 

The Thompson Street 
area is currently under¬ 
going a £1 million 
facelift and Paul Sutton 
of the Save Our Cinema 
Association, which is 
campaigning to bring 
back big screen enter¬ 
tainment to Barry, point¬ 
ed out: “It would make 
an ideal site for a cine¬ 
ma. It is walkable for 
children in the town, has 
parking facilities, and is 
in a regeneration area 
with transport links.” 

Mr Sutton said SOCA 
would be monitoring the 
marketing of the site 
with interest, and 
emphasised that he 
favoured a cinema com¬ 
plex on Thompson 
Street rather than one on 
the Island, which put 
forward ambitious plans 
for an indoor entertain¬ 
ment and retail complex 
as long ago as 2008.

The lack of trans¬ 
parency put forward by 
the Vale cabinet as to 
why they rejected the 
governing body’s unani¬ 
mous decision to name 
the new school Ysgol 
Gymraeg Gwynfor is 
especially worrying. 

Why ask the govern¬ 
ing body to decide on a 
name - a name put for¬ 
ward by its pupils - if 
the Vale cabinet simply 
overrules their decision 
and disregards the opin¬ 
ions of those who mat¬ 
ter? The whole affair 
sounds decidedly dodgy. 

To build upon Mr 
Thomas’s point that 
schools in Barry can be 
named after political fig¬ 
ures such as Palmerston 
and Gladstone, shows 
that a precedent has been 
set. 


So why not name a 
school after Gwynfor 
Evans? The fact that 
Gwynfor Evans was a 
Barry boy only makes 
the cabinet’s decision 
even more peculiar. 

Gwynfor’s life work 
to ensure a future for the 
Welsh language in 
Wales, surely makes him 
a far more inspirational 
figure to our future gen¬ 
erations than the opium- 
addicted poet, lolo 
Morganwg, whose name 
was adopted for the 
Welsh medium school in 
Cowbridge in 1979. 

I can only hope that 
the Ysgol Sant Baruc 
pupils involved in the 
decision-making process 
are not overly disillu¬ 
sioned by the disrespect¬ 
ful way that they have 
been treated. 

Is it any surprise that 
young people don’t 
engage in politics? Let’s 
hope that the cabinet 
changes its stance on this 
issue - so that the chil¬ 
dren of Barry can see 
that there is a future for 
democracy.

TODAY’S Vale 
planning committee 
meeting (June 23) is 
likely to make a 
decision on whether 
a Sainsbury’s store 
will be allowed to 
open on Park 
Crescent., Barry. 

In the past year, the 
future of the former 
Torque Tools site has 
become a burning issue in 
the town. 

The supermarket giant 


says it has worked with 
the Vale Council for a 
number of months in put¬ 
ting forward the proposal 
for the store. 

It argues that a branch 
on Park Crescent will 
improve choice, bring 
new jobs and investment, 
and says its convenience 
store will complement 
other shops in the area. 

However, local coun¬ 
cillor Janice Charles, who 
has led a campaign 
against it, said she was 
cautiously optimistic that 


the proposal for a store 
would be turned down. 

“We have put together 
a lot of evidence for coun¬ 
cillors which speaks for 
itself. 

“Shops in Park 
Crescent that compete in 
the same market as 
Sainsbury’s will not stand 
a chance. These are shops 
which keep the money in 
Barry.

Mr Sutton empha¬ 
sised: “Now that Barry 
is to lose another facili¬ 
ty, we should be looking 
to bring something eco¬ 
nomically viable into the 
town centre. 

“There are enough 
housing developments 
in Barry at the moment 
and I don’t think that 
another one on the site 


would be welcomed.” 

Dr Ian Johnson, 
Plaid’s Vale spokesman 
said he would like to see 
the council taking the 
lead and encouraging a 
cinema alongside other 
retail outlets. 

“It is very sad and 
disappointing that the 
magistrates court is to 
close. 

“Frustratingly, one of 
the unwritten reasons for 
this will be an assess¬ 


ment of this town centre 
venue and what profits 
the Ministry of Justice 
could make from its clo¬ 
sure and sale. 

“I would love to see 
the location be used by 
local people, whether in 
the present building or 
built afresh, rather than 
iust become more hous¬ 
ing. 

He added: “Given the 
town centre location and 
the investment in 


Thompson Street, it 
would be good to see the 
Vale Council try to 
develop a small shop¬ 
ping centre on the site - 
hopefully with a cinema 
as part of any develop¬ 
ment. 

Dr Johnson added: “It 
needs to be turned into 
something which will 
attract people to come to 
Barry town centre and 
spend money there.”

A consultation into

happen. Bob Guy, the 
operational manager in 
the economic develop¬ 
ment and leisure divi¬ 
sion, explained: “The 
formal consultation on 
proposed changes to the 
medieval village will 
end early in July, and 
consideration will be 
shortly afterwards. 

“Options have 
already been presented 
to the council for con¬ 
sideration. 

“If the current pro¬ 
posal goes ahead, then 
the village would be 
absorbed into the coun¬ 
try park and maintained 
by an enhanced ranger 
team. 

“Entry would be free 
of charge for all, but 
there would be no his¬ 
toric costumed staff on 
site at most times. 

“Educational visits 
will continue. Visitors 
will be able to continue 
to use electronic wands 
to interpret the site and 
artefacts, which is 
already by far the most 
popular choice at the 
village since they were 
introduced in several 
languages.” 

He added: “The site 
would be available to 
external groups or 
enthusiasts to hold spe¬ 
cial themed events and 
we would be working 
with potential partners 
to this end.” 


spokeswoman con¬ 
firmed: “Her Majesty’s 
Court Service is the 
freehold owner of the 
property. We are explor¬ 
ing various disposal 
strategies to obtain the 
best value for the build¬ 
ing. ” 

The site could attract 
interest from one of the 
supermarket giants, 
which are always anx¬ 
ious to gobble up prime 
town centre sites. 

However, that would 
require a change of use 
and Vale planners may 
not be keen on another 
supermarket, with Tesco 
and Morrisons already 
in the area.

Barry’s £9 million 
regeneration cash 


A GEM story (pub¬

David Williams, the 
principal regeneration 
officer for the Vale 
Council, explained: “The 
allocation is primarily 
used for feasibility, 
design and project man¬ 
agement work, which 
levers in capital funding

LIFESTYLE 
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A FAIR DEAL HERE IN 
WALES SHOULD START 
WITH FAIR FUNDING 


T his week the First 
Minister, Carwyn 
Jones AM, made a 
statement to the Assembly 
on the Welsh Government's 
position on the financial 
reforms that we are calling 
for from the UK Coalition 
Government. 

Last year, the Assembly unani¬ 
mously supported a motion back¬ 
ing the recommendations of the 
Holtham Commission, which 
undertook a very thorough review 
of Welsh funding arrangements. 

The Commission provided 
clear evidence that we are under¬ 
funded by around £300 million 
per year and the current system 
needs reform. 

A debate in the House of Lords 
last week, initiated by Lord 
Barnett himself, took up the call 
for reform, with Members from 
Wales asking the Government to 
change the formula to meet our 
needs, to address the unfairness 
that has resulted in this shortfall 
so clearly identified by Professor 
Gerry Holtham and his team. 

The Welsh Government is open 
to a constructive dialogue with 
the UK Government, and the 
First Minister will shortly be 
meeting the Chancellor to discuss 
these matters and I will be meet¬ 
ing the Chief Secretary to the 
Treasury. The UK Government 
has made a commitment to come 
forward with proposals and we 
look forward to discussing these.

capital investment, as was made 
clear in the First Minister’s state¬ 
ment and in a debate in the 
Chamber on Wednesday. 

It is vital that we put our eco¬ 
nomic recovery at the forefront 
and we need borrowing powers to 
help support this, to support con¬ 
struction and an effective public 
services infrastructure. 

This is imperative as we grap¬ 
ple with the Welsh budget for 
capital expenditure being cut by 
41 per cent over the next four 
years. 

A fair deal for Wales should 
have included the reversal of the 
proposal to close the Barry 
Magistrates Court. Last week, it 
was announced that the High 
Court had rejected the legal chal¬ 
lenge from the Vale Council over 
the closure of the court, which 
was announced a few months 
after the general election by the 
Justice Secretaty, Ken Clarke, 
despite recent investment in the 


modernisation of the court by the 
previous Government and a 
recent reprieve from closure by 
Harriet Harman MR More than 
1,000 people signed the petition 
against the closure and a convinc¬ 
ing case was made by the Chair 
of the Bench, Dave Taylor JP, 
myself, the Vale Council, our MR 
and Atal y Fro, supporting vic¬ 
tims of domestic abuse. 

In response to the announce¬ 
ment last week that the challenge 
to the closure plans was rejected I 
said that this was a huge disap¬ 
pointment which the UK 
Government would regret. 

The loss of local justice in 
Barry, the largest town in Wales, 
is devastating. The court serves 
the whole of the Vale and was 
acknowledged to be highly effec¬ 
tive. 

The quick fix, short-term sav¬ 
ings that may be made from the 
disposal of the court will soon be 
lost and justice will not be done 
in the Vale, which will have pro¬ 
found and costly effects. 

I have been encouraged, how¬ 
ever, by the enthusiasm and com¬ 
mitment of our new Housing and 
Regeneration Minister, Huw 
Lewis AM, whom I met twice 
last week to discuss the needs of 
Barry prior to his first meeting of 
the Barry Regeneration Board on 
Friday. 

I hope and trust that this will 
help us to secure ‘a fair deal for 
Barry ’ as we seek to maximise all 
opportunities for investment in 
the economic, social and environ¬ 
mental regeneration of the largest 
town in Wales to benefit our fami¬ 
lies, communities and businesses.

Teachers day of action

THE major teaching 
union said it is expecting 
a strong response by 
teachers in south Wales 
to a day of action next 
Thursday, June 30. 

Strike action is expect¬ 
ed to take place across 
Wales and England, and 
Mr David Evans the 
National Union of 
Teachers Wales’ secre¬ 
tary told The GEM that 
he believed that would 
include teachers in the 
Vale and Bridgend areas.

A 
high percentage of teach¬ 
ers were in favour in the 
ballot - 92 per cent

“This government is 
attacking teachers’ pen¬ 
sions. The only proposals 
mean paying more, work¬ 
ing longer and receiving 
less.

He pointed out that as 
recently as 2006-7, 
teachers had made addi¬ 
tional contributions. 


The Vale Council said 
its schools which had 
members in the NUT or 
in the Association of 
Teachers and Lecturers 
could be affected. 

A spokeswoman 
explained: “Those 

schools will advise par¬ 
ents if they are going to 
be open or not - the 
council will put this 
information on its web¬ 
site as and when details 
are confirmed.

houses. There will also 
be improvements to the 
local highways network, 
and better connections 
for public transport, 
cycling and pedestri¬ 
ans.” 

Andy Richardson, 
Valad’s head of UK 
Development, said: 
“This imaginative pro¬ 
posal will regenerate 
and transform a largely 
derelict site and bring 
many new jobs to the 
local area, t will provide 
the additional shopping 
that is needed locally, as 
well as new entertain¬ 
ment and leisure facili¬ 
ties. 

“Rhondda Cynon Taf 
County Borough 
Council wants to give 
this growing area a new 
heart and focus. Its 
Local Development 
Plan provides the 
framework for a new 
town centre develop¬ 
ment that will help to 
achieve these objec¬ 
tives.” 

He continued:

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VALE MP’s VIEWPOINT 

Reminder of the 
sacrifices armed 
forces do make 
for our freedom 


L ast week I was hum¬ 
bled to hear first-hand, 
members of the Royal 
British Legion recounting 
details of their time served 
with the armed forces. 

It was one of the most moving 
experiences to hear how they fought 
in Japan and Malaya, lost comrades 
and also had to battle against malaria 
and other sicknesses. 

The event was a Poppy party that I 
held in support of the 90th anniver¬ 
sary of the Royal British Legion, and 
to mark the significance of Armed 
Forces Day this week. 

I was keen to support the nation¬ 
wide celebrations of The Legion, 
which continues to help support mil¬ 
lions of beneficiaries - men and 
women who serve and have served 
their country at home and abroad, 
many at enormous personal cost to 
themselves and their families. 

The event was kindly hosted by 
Barry Comprehensive School and 
pupils from year-7 welcomed Royal 
British Legion members of the Barry 
branch, Sgt Llewellyn from the 2nd 
Battalion The Royal Welsh and local 
residents to the coffee morning. 

The coffee morning also coincided 
with last week’s vote in the 
Commons, where it was agreed to 
enshrine the Military Covenant in law 
for the first time. 

This is the agreement between the 
community, government and Armed 
Forces to treat them fairly, to value 
and respect them as individuals, and 
to sustain and reward them and their 
families. 


The new law has been passed to 
the Lords for approval and is some¬ 
thing the Royal British Legion has 
been calling for, for some time. 

The government signed in a Tri- 
Service Armed Forces Covenant for 
the first time, which sets out the rela¬ 
tionship and obligations between the 
Armed Forces Community, the 
Government and the nation with the 
principles of the Covenant enshrined 
in law. 

The commitment is a statement of 
obligation and enshrines in law a 
right for serving personnel to ensure 
adequate training, with the necessary 
equipment and that serving personnel 
benefit from housing rights, enhanced 
medical support, transport privileges, 
council tax discounts, amongst many 
other needs. 

This Saturday is Armed Forces 
Day, which provides an opportunity 
to do two things: 

Firstly, to raise public awareness of 
the contribution made to our country 
by those who serve and have served 
in Her Majesty’s Armed Forces. 

Secondly, it gives us all an oppor¬ 
tunity to show our support for the 
men and women who make up the 
Armed Forces community: from cur¬ 
rently serving troops to Service fami¬ 
lies and from veterans to cadets. 

I will be holding a second Poppy 
Party, this time at the Lesser Hall in 
Cowbridge at 10.30am on Friday 
June 24 - all are welcome to come 
along and support our Armed Forces 
community. 

We need to champion their inter¬ 
ests not only on Remembrance 
Sunday and Armed Forces Day but 
all year round.

THE magnificent 
achievement of Miss 
Julia Lloyd of Treoes 
on climbing Mount 
Kilimanjaro in

land, to lunar desert and 
arctic terrain. 

Kilimanjaro is the 
tallest freestanding 
mountain in the world 
and due to the extreme 
conditions, only 45 per 
cent of all trekkers suc¬ 
ceed in making it to the 
summit at 5,895 metres.

Everyone learned the 
local phrase “pula, 
pula,'" meaning “slowly, 
slowly”. 

The final phase to 
the summit and the 
return to camp took an 
agonising 14 hours. 

Julia’s expenses for 
the challenge was 
financed by her father.

Julia said: “A big 
thank you to the gentle¬ 
men who sent the £50 
cheque, and to every¬ 
one for their support.”

She taught for 68 
years! 

May was the wife of 
Dick Selby, who stands 
behind her left shoulder. 

On the front row left 
is Elizabeth

Edward Langton, their

I T isn’t easy being 
green. Just look¬ 
ing at the way 
that the Incredible 
Hulk has been 
received both criti¬ 
cally and commer¬ 
cially in his two cine¬ 
matic outings shows 
that, but another 
comic book hero is 
attempting to make 
his mark this sum¬ 
mer with Green 
Lantern. 

Ryan Reynolds plays 
Hal Jordan, a fighter 
pilot whose encounter 
with an alien named 
Abin Sur (Temuera 
Morrison) grants him a 
ring that makes him a 
member of the Green 
Lanterns, an interstellar 
group who police the 
universe. 

However, Jordan and 
the Lanterns will be test¬ 
ed by both Hector 
Hammond (Peter 
Sarsgaard) and the alien 
Parallax, who intend on 
wreaking havoc that will 
affect not just our world 
but the entire galaxy... 

Superhero films tend 
to rely on reality to be 
successful. The best of 
the genre {The Dark 
Knight, X-Men 2, 
Spiderman 2) may take 
the odd flight of fancy 
here and there, but their 
grounding in fa mili ar 
concerns mark them out, 
w hi le those that are less 
realistic often flounder 
(Batman and Robin, 
anyone?) 

Given that the crux of 
Green Lantern requires 
suspension of disbelief. 


coupled with a character 
not known for having 
entered mainstream con¬ 
sciousness, it could easi¬ 
ly have been a gigantic 
failure; however, despite 
the scathing reviews 
elsewhere, it makes for 
an enjoyable if slightly 
rushed film, whose main 
flaw comes from the 
poor screenplay. 

The choices of both 
director and cast bear 
fruit. 

Ryan Reynolds 
exudes both charm and 
cockiness that makes 
him an entertaining 
actor, and he parlays this 
into the character of 
Jordan, who finds him¬ 
self discovering that the 
universe is protected by 
a huge number of 
species from across the 
galaxy. 

Reynolds plays both 
the fish out of water and 
the hero well and his 
performance strikes the 
right notes, even if the 
turn relies on Reynolds’ 
stock ability rather than 
pushing him. 

Opposite him, Blake 
Lively makes for a 
pleasing foil as his fly¬ 
ing partner and love 
interest, even if she isn’t 
given much of a charac¬ 
ter by the script, a situa¬ 
tion that Peter Sarsgaard 
also finds himself in as 
Hammond, a villain 
seemingly in search of a 
valid motive. 

While director Martin 
Campbell may have suc¬ 
cessfully rebooted the 
James Bond franchise 
twice, as well as return¬ 
ing Zorro to the big

Certainly, he achieves 
the aim of shooting the 
film with a comic book 
colour scheme that com¬ 
plements the source 
material, but very rarely 
are there moments of 
real excitement. 

Instead the action set 
pieces either rely on 
some poorly rendered 
computer effects or sail 
a httle too close to 
already familiar ones - a 
helicopter crash reminis¬ 
cent of the Green 
Goblin’s attack in 
Spiderman a case in 
point. 

But the main letdown 
here is a script that bears 
the names of four people 
but feels like it was writ¬ 
ten by 40. It is the

rushed feel that impacts 
the most, leaving Lively 
and Sarsgaard searching 
for something to hang 
their performances on, 
while it tries to cover so 
much that even at 105 
minutes it feels like it 
glosses over certain ele¬ 
ments. 

It also fails to sketch 
compelling bad guys - 
after all, heroes are only 
as good as their villains 
- with the CGI Parallax 
reminiscent of the simi¬ 
larly poorly executed 
Galactus from the 
Fantastic Four sequel, 
and as such renders what 
could have been an 
extraordinary superhero 
a lot more ordinary. 

It’s a shame that there 
wasn’t more attention 
paid to the screenplay, as 
the other ingredients all 
work well if not 
superbly; however 
Green Lantern still 
makes for an enjoyable 
viewing experience, if 
not one that will live 
long in the memory. 

VERDICT: An enter¬ 
taining superhero film 
that is let down by a 
weak screenplay and the 
spectacle that should be 
compulsoty. Green 
Lantern hits the right 
notes but not loudly 
enough. Decent turns 
from the cast liven pro¬ 
ceedings and make the 
film a pleasing experi¬ 
ence - but that’s all. 
Enjoyable.

Ewenny Road does, 
of course, stretch out 
all the way to Ewenny 
itself, where there are 
a number of thriving 
businesses, including 
a pine furniture shop, 
an expanding garden 
centre, hair salon, 
nursery and dress 
shop, as well as the 
two potteries for 
which the village is so 
well known. 

There is more busi¬ 
ness activity just 
around the corner on 
the road to Ogmore, 
where a country craft 
and antique centre is 
now established. 

Returning to the 
Nolton Street area, 
another change is 
planned, because 
Bridgend County 
Borough Council 
(BCBC) received per¬ 
mission from the 
Welsh Government 
some time ago to 
introduce a one-way 
system along Nolton 
Street. 

This will mean that 
the only entrance into 
Nolton Street will be 
at the Cowbridge 
Road junction. The 
one-way system, when 
implemented, will 
make it easier for 
parking spaces to be 
created, and it will 
also make it easier for 
delivery vans to 
unload. 

At the Brackla 
Street end of Nolton 
Street, traffic will no 
longer sweep right 
towards Tremains 
Road. 

Instead, all traffic 
will head left down 
the Rhiw, and exit the 
town centre across 
Water Street Bridge. 
The junction will be 
improved to make 
this left sweep easier. 

When the plan was 
announced, traders 
were pleased that it 
would make access to 
Nolton Street easier, 
and there was general 
agreement that it 
could only be good 
for trade. 

When it comes to 
retailing, Bridgend has 
always been more than 
just a town centre and 
some superstores, and 
approaching the town 
from Ewenny only 
goes to emphasise 
this!

Settlers came to the uplands around 
there from the Gwent levels during 
the Bronze Age and in the Iron Age a 
hill fort was constructed at 
Twmbarlwm by the Silures, a Celtic 
tribe.

Legend has it that the Celtic chief¬ 
tain Bran (or raven) was buried near 
the twmp and it is said that anyone 
disturbing the burial site would suffer 
a curse, and during the last 200 years, 
there have been cases of people being 
attacked by swarms of bees - is this a 
curse or coincidence?

SEVERAL news 
items are making 
life interesting for 
computer users. 

We do not cover Apple 
computers, but we do 
keep an eye on what 
Apple is doing, and 
things seem to warming 
up in ‘the cloud’. 

Or as Steve Jobs of 
Apple has called it the 
iCloud to match his iPad. 
The Cloud consists of a 
huge number of comput¬ 
ers that store vast quanti¬ 
ties of data. This is 
intended to make life 
easier for everybody 
because their data (i.e. 
files) can be stored on¬ 
line and the programmes 
that they use will also be 
stored on-line and be 
paid for based on usage. 

Your next computer 
could be cheaper because 
it will not need to store so 
many files or pro¬ 
grammes. Every time 
you use a programme 
you will be running the 
latest version because the 
on-line version will be 
frequently updated. Will 
it catch on? 

Acer and Samsung are 
already offering laptops 
using the Chrome operat¬ 
ing system. The comput¬ 
ers have a hard disk 
which is solid state 
(faster because they have 
no moving parts) and not 
only programmes, files 
and settings are stored on 
line; the security is dealt 
with on-line as well, so is 
not needed on the 
machine. 

Some people will not 
feel comfortable storing 
confidential files on line 
and relying on the system 
not to lose them. (There 
are, of course, those who 
need no help to lose them 
on their own! Eor them it 
could be the lesser of two 
evils.) 

It could be a logical 
step: mobile computing 
is gaining ground, 
whether it is around the 
home or on the road.

New Honda Civic

THE latest Honda Civic, 
which has a 1.8 engine, recent¬ 
ly managed to achieve near 
diesel-like economy from a 
petrol engine car. 

Driving for maximum economy 
over more than 100 miles, the Civic 
1.8 Si returned 52.5 to the gallon 
according to the car’s onboard com¬ 
puter - a 24 per cent margin of 
improvement over the official aver¬ 
age mpg for the car. 

The run was carried out in atro¬ 
cious driving conditions with temper¬ 
atures below zero. 

Honda claims the i-VTEC engine 
used in the Civic will return 42.2mpg 
on average, which in this day and age 
is about the norm for 1.8-litre hatch¬ 
es. 

A Honda spokesman said: “While 
a 2.2-litre diesel Civic in similar trim 
is rated at 53.3mpg, you have to fac¬ 
tor in the difference in fuel costs of 
around 20p per gallon, and the initial 
outlay of £19,395 for the car - some 
£1,500 more than the petrol version. 

“Unless you are going to keep the 
car for a long time or clock up serious 
mileage, a petrol version has the edge 
when it comes to running costs of 
about 2p per mile”. 

The route was from Shropshire to 
Worcester - via Abergavenny - and is 
a tried and tested economy run, 
crossing the Brecon Beacons, head¬ 
ing south and then a long uphill haul 
for the return journey. 

It has been used in MPG 
Marathons and is an acknowledged 
test of both car and driver. 


The spokesman added: “Although 
we had the air conditioning off, the 
heater was high because of the wintry 
weather - and conditions meant we 
were driving on headlamps which is 
another energy drain. 

“The key to getting the best mpg 
out of any car is a smooth driving 
style and changing gear at the right 
moment, something which is easy on 
the Civic - thanks to a gear shift indi¬ 
cator flanking the digital speedo on 
the Civic's high tech dashboard advis¬ 
ing when to change up or down. 

“There is also an Eco gauge - six 
green dots which illuminate accord¬ 
ing to how efficiently the car is being 
driven. 

“For much of our journey, we man¬ 
aged to keep four dots glowing and 
while cruising on a light throttle, all 
six would be showing. 

“Around town it was unusual even 
for one dot to be illuminated - show¬ 
ing how much extra fuel is used at 
slow speeds in traffic. 

From a performance point of view 
the Civic Si is no slouch with a 0 to 
60 time of under nine seconds and a 
claimed top speed of 127mph. 

Although we did sacrifice some of 
its sporty credentials for the sake of 
economy, this was very much a ‘real 
world’ drive.
